IN THIS CITY DEAD 


The body of George A. David, well 
known in this city and foreman in 
one of the departments at the pack¬ 
ing house for many years, was found 
last Saturday afternoon on the old 
San Bruno road, near tunnel 5 of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, by some 
boys. 

Coroner Plymire was notified, and 
after some investigation it was found 
that death was caused by a gunshot 
wound through his brain which ex¬ 
tended entirely through his head.

The cleaning of the 
remainder of the streets proceeds im¬ 
mediately after the main streets are 
finished, and the whole city is cleaned 
by 9 a. m Only streets in outlying 
districts are cleaned later in the day. 
often in the afternoon, but all streets 
must be cleaned once a day, whether 
there is much dirt or little on them. 
The practice of Dresden has been fol¬ 
lowed by practically all prominent Ger¬ 
man cities.

The Purpose Is to Remove as Quickly 
and as Cheaply as Possible All For¬ 
eign Matter In Highways and So Con¬ 
duce to the Health of the Public. 


FOREST FOR EVERY CITY, 


Profits From These Would Pay For 
Many Municipal Improvements. 

It is being urged that every city and 
town in the United States, whether 
large or small, should have a forest, 
just as every well managed farm has a 
wood lot and for the same reason—to 
save money. 

The farmer who has a wood lot does 
not have to depend on his neighbors 
for firewood or lumber. He produces 
all the timber he needs for his own 
use and often has a surplus, which he 
can sell at a profit. The town or city 
which becomes the owner of a forest 
can accomplish the same things on a 
larger and more profitable scale. Be¬ 
sides supplying its inhabitants with 
firewood and lumber at less than they 
would otherwise have to pay, it can 
reap a handsome profit from the sale 
of the surplus products of its own for¬ 
est to outsiders. 

Municipal forests are recommended 
as the best means of Insuring better 
schools, streets, sewers, lights and wa¬ 
ter systems and at the same time mak¬ 
ing taxes lower. The profits they can 
be made to earn would go a long way 
toward making sinking funds unneces¬ 
sary and enabling a city to make need¬ 
ed improvements without burdening it¬ 
self for many generations with bond 
Issues. 

Town forests, although new to the 
United States, have long been estab¬ 
lished Institutions in many European 
countries. The city of Zurich, in Swit¬ 
zerland, has owned a forest since 200 
years before Columbus discovered 
America. It is called the Sihlwald and 
ut present is yielding an annual net 
profit of $S per acre. 

There are many such forests in 
France, but it is in Germany that they 
have reached the highest stage of de¬ 
velopment and show the greatest prof¬ 
it. The city of Baden-Baden owns a 
forest of 12,849 acres, which last year 
showed a net profit of $5.25 per acre, 
or more than $07,000. In Heidelberg. 
Frankfort, Pforzheim and Forbach the 
town forests show an annual net profit 
ranging from $1.70 to $12.14 per acre. 

The town forests in Germany cover 
land which would otherwise be lying 
waste. Besides the saving they make 
in taxes they benefit the people by Im¬ 
proving living conditions in the towns. 
They protect the water supplies, cool 
the atmosphere near them and help 
break the force of the wind. 

There are millions of acres of waste 
lands in the United States which might 
profitably be turned into municipal for¬ 
ests by the towns and cities within 
whose limits they lie. On much of this 
land fine trees have grown and will 
grow again if given the chance. 

The individual will not reforest this 
land because he cannot afford to wait 
for a crop. But a city or town can af¬ 
ford to reclaim this land and let future 
generations reap the benefit, as has 
been done in Europe. 

In Massachusetts a concerted effort 
is being made for the establishment of 
town forests. Laws allowing munici¬ 
palities to own and operate them have 
been passed, and the State Forestry 
association is offering a series of prizes 
to ei! -mirage the work. 


The cleaning of streets, to be prop¬ 
erly carried out, should be under the 
supervision of engineers of experience, 
as where the work is put in the hands 
of mere politicians, as a sort of any 
good fellow’s job, the results, as seen 
in so many American cities, are about 
what could be expected, says Frank 
Koester in “Modern City Planning and 
Maintenance.” 

The lack of system and want of tech¬ 
nical training on the part of the offi¬ 
cials in charge make street cleaning 
unnecessarily expensive, leave the 
streets in a bad condition and cause 
the cleaning to be carried out in dis¬ 
agreeable and insanitary ways. 

In foreign cities engineers specialize 
on this subject. Street cleaning has 
been reduced to a science, and ecou 
omy. efficiency and the comfort and 
convenience of the public are consider¬ 
ed at every point 

The purpose of street cleaning is to 
remove as quickly and as cheaply as 
possible all foreign matter in the 
streets and thus to conduce to the 
health of the public by minimizing the 
circulation of germ laden dust. 

The cleaning of streets should be car¬ 
ried out in a systematic and thorough 
manner. The cleaners should proceed 
in crews with the necessary apparatus 
both to clean the streets and the side¬ 
walks as well, if necessary, and the

layout of the work should be such 
that no member of the crew need 
wait on the progress of the other, but 
nil proceed simultaneously, and when 
they have passed through the street 
the work will be done. The method of 
piecemeal street cleaning, with the 
householder sweeping the dirt into the 
street, the street cleaner sweeping it 
into piles and the piles being removed 
by wagons, with the occasional passing 
first on one side of the street and then 
on the other of some piece of street 
cleaning apparatus, results in a contin¬ 
ual stirring up of dust, to the great 
discomfort of all concerned, while the 
street never really gets cleaned. 

The number of men in the cleaning 
crew depends on the kind of machin¬ 
ery used. As no machine is capable of 
reaching all parts of the street, a cer¬ 
tain amount of manual sweeping is 
necessary, especially when the side¬ 
walks are cleaned by the municipality. 
Such manual sweeping should be car¬ 
ried on in conjunction with the ma¬ 
chine sweeping, so that, as indicated, 
the whole width of the street will be 
cleaned at once. 

In order that such cleaning may pro¬ 
ceed with efficiency and dispatch and 
consequently with economy the streets 
must be practically clear of traffic, as 
the presence of vehicles, especially 
those standing at the curb, greatly de¬ 
lays the work of the crew. 

As the operation of such a crew also 
handicaps traffic and as the public pre¬ 
fers to see the streets clean rather 
than to see them being cleaned, it is 
essential to select a suitable hour for 
cleaning. German cities have conduct-

THE COUNTY BOARD 
OFJPERVISORS 

The county board of supervisors 
met in adjourned session last Monday 
in Redwood City. 

H. C. Tuchsen who had been ap¬ 
pointed one of a committee to con¬ 
fer with the State Highway Commis- 

I 

sion regarding the completion of the 
highway from Beresford to Redwood 
City, made a verbal report to the 
effect that the commission would re¬ 
quire that the right of way be pro¬ 
vided by the county. 

Mr. Tuchsen presented a resolu¬ 
tion which had been adopted by his 
committee, urging the early comple¬ 
tion of the road, and recommending 
that the money to secure necessary 
rights of way be taken from the gen¬ 
eral fund. 

It was ordered that the clerk se¬ 
cure from the commission a survey 
of the proposed road and an estimate 
of its cost. 

The offer of E. J. White to install 
a new accounting system in the court¬ 
house was taken up. Treasurer 
Chamberlain and Auditor Shields 
were called before the board and 
questioned on the subject, after 
which it was ordered that the offer of 
Mr. White be accepted. 

The bid of the Grey-Thorning 
Company to furnish wire fencing for 
the new right of way through the 
Weeks property in the third road dis¬ 
trict at a cost of $608 was accepted. 
Mr. Weeks is to supply the other 
necessary material and erect the 
fence. 

Supervisor Thompson was author¬ 
ized to purchase material for the re¬ 
pair of bridges in his district at a 
cost not to exceed $300. 

Plans and specifications for paving 
the road from Hillsborough to Crystal 
Springs Lake were presented by Sur¬ 
veyor Neuman and adopted. The 
specifications call for a five-inch con¬ 
crete base, omitting the usual wear¬ 
ing surface which causes the skidding 
of machines. The clerk was directed 
to publish a notice calling for bids 
for the work, to be opened February 
1st. 

The surveyor was directed to make 
certain repairs on the Belmont road. 

A petition signed by San Mateo citi¬ 
zens and business men was presented, 
recommending the appointment of B. 
W. Wall as sealer of weights and 
measures for the county.

the San Francisco chamber of com¬ 
merce relating to the establishment 
of factories in the bay region. Dur¬ 
ing the past few weeks inquiries have 
been made for the establishment of 
a linoleum factory, silk mill and a 
voting machine factory. 

These were the three more impor¬ 
tant inquiries received among others, 
and were given special attention be¬ 
cause of the fact that there are no 
similar plants now operating on the 
Pacific coast. The inquiries were all 
made by experts who have been 
familiar with their special lines for 
a lifetime. 

A copy of the new classification by 
industries for the census of manu¬ 
facturers of 1914 has been received 
from the Washington office, depart¬ 
ment of commerce, bureau of the 
census. The chamber of commerce 
has the blank forms on hand which 
are to be filled out by manufacturers 
and can be secured upon application 
at the office. 

It is expected that the special 
agents from the department of com¬ 
merce will arrive in San Francisco 
for the taking of the inlustrial cen¬ 
sus before the opening of the exposi¬ 
tion. They will make their head¬ 
quarters with the information and 
statistical department of the chamber 
of commerce. 

They will carry on their work in 
gathering the factory statistics by 
using the card index of factories in 
and around San Francisco now on 
file in the office of the chamber as a 
basis upon which to work. The arti¬ 
cles manufactured have now been 
cross-indexed on a card system and 
will all be published in book form as 
soon as the government field agents 
check up the list.

CHARM OF EDINBURGH 


Edinburgh is always haunted by 
ghosts, to those who have read a 
little history, the novels of Walter 
Scott and the minstrelsy of old poets, 
says Phillip Gibbs in the London 
Graphic; hut when the king is there 
and old ceremonies are revived in his 
honor, and the spirit of the ancient 
chivalry of Scotland is lighted up by 
this royal visit, the ghosts walk so 
that one can hardly fail to meet 
them down by Holyrood and round 
about the Grassmarket and the 
Canongate. 

Once again lights are flashing in 
the windows of Holyrood itself, and, 
wandering this way by night for a 
stroll unt^er the stars, one’s mind 
gropes back to the romantic, tragic 
memories of this house of ghosts. 
One woman’s face peers out upon 
one from the dark shadows. There 
behind the walls are those little 
dark-paneled rooms in which she sat 
smiling and hiding her heartache, 
where men paid homage to her and 
schemed her ruin, where poets made j 
sonnets to her beauty and preachers| 
scowled at her laughter. There, 
still, is the very room, thronged on 
most days of the year by loud-voiced | 
tourists, where she rose with her 
hands to her breast at the clatter of 
feet up the stairways, giving the 
shelter of her skirt to the Italian 
clerk, Rizzio, until Darnley, her hus¬ 
band, put his arms about her and 
kept her still while Ruthven and 
Morton and Ker of Fawdonside butch¬ 
ered their man in the chamber be¬ 
yond. There are other places in 
Edinburgh where one is haunted by 
the spirit of Mary Queen of Scots, 
whose beauty bewitched the hearts 
of men less dour than John Knox 
and more chivalrous than Bothwell. 

l?ut as the carriages pass through 
the gates of Holyrood and highland 
soldiers swing the kilts across the 
courtyard, another figure, tall and 
debonair, appears before one’s 
mind’s eye. One sees Prince Charles 
Edward, who held his court here on 
his last adventure for a crown, in 
’45. The faults of the Stuarts were 
forgotten then—only their good 
Scots blood was remembered, and the 
romance which hound them to the 
hearts of the Scottish people. Women 
sold their jewels for him. The clans 
came down from the highlands to 
light for him. On the night before 
Prestonpans there was a great ball 

at Holyrood and the Cameron pipes j 

I 

played to the tune of ‘The King 
Shall Enjoy His Own Again.” 

Along the Canongate. 

Not far away, at the foot of the 
Canongate, is the White Horse close, 
and the ancient hostelry with its 
high steps and pointed gable where 
many of Prince Charlie’s officers put 
up before their march across the 
border. The Canongate itself, with 
its old Tolbooth and ancient houses, 
is crowded with tbe great characters 
of Scottish history, and the very 
stones tell one of the scenes that 
were played on ttiis small space. The 
Scottish nobility had their mansions 
here. Through the gateways at 
night came their retainers with 
swords <ind bucklers and dirks. 
Many a man felt the prick of a 
“bare bodkin” at his throat ’twixt 
“my Lord Seaton’s house” and Play¬ 
house close. The torches flared 
about the coaches of the nobles and 
many times a tall tree grew up in 
the night outside the Tolbooth to 
hear human fruit in the morning. 

The passerby stares up at Moray 
house and at the long balcony below 
its gables. It was on this very bal¬ 
cony that Lady Mary Stuart sat with 
her bridegroom, Argyll, when gallant 
Montrose was brought in by a gal¬ 
lows-cart with his hands tied. The 
cart was stopped so that Argyll 
might gaze upon his enemy; but 
| when Montrose turned and stared at 
him Argyll shifted his eyes, not dar¬ 
ing even then to look him in the 
face. That was in 1650. Ten years 
later Argyll passed this same house 
! himself on his way to the gallows, 
j Cromwell put up In this old house. 
Queensberry house, near by, has 
tragic memories of its own, but is 
haunted by one dear ghost—that 
third duchess who was Prior’s “Kitty 
aur fair,” and who was fractious to a 
company which included the poet 
; Gay. 

High Street Now a Slum. 

There are famous characters to 
i meet in memory to the left and right 


of one all the way along the Canon¬ 
gate and the old High street, in 
every close with its narrow entry 
leading to the “lands” behind—those 
tall white houses built like fort¬ 
resses and densely crowded, which 
held within a small area all that is 
famous and noble and memorable in 
the story of old Edinburgh. It is a 
slum now, where tattered garments 
hang out to dry, where poverty is 
naked in crowded tenements, from 
which on days of royal progress, 
whenever a carriage passes, there 
swarms out a legion of “barfit 
bairns” with shrill cheers and flut¬ 
tering rags, but where, in days gone 
by, the wit and fashion and rank of 
Edinburgh were closely housed. 

In Lady Stair’s close the countess 
who gave her name to the place kept 
up great state in a little flat, after 
the unhappy days of her married 
life, when her first husband threat¬ 
ened to cut her throat with his rapier 
and her second husband struck her 
with bis fist. She was the leader of 
fashion in Edinburgh when Lady 
Wortley Montagu came to record her 
impressions, and a stately old dame 
given to the strongest language in 
moments of anger. 

Home of Famous Folk. 

In Hyndon’s close, where the earls 
of Sirling lived, was the house of 
Lady Maxwell of Monreith and her 
three beautiful daughters, known as 
the “three romps of Monreith,” one 
of whom, Miss Jane, afterwards the 
Duchess of Gordon, was once seen 
riding down Higli street on a sow 
which Miss Eglantine thumped lustily 
behind with a stick! Here also lived 
Lady Anne Lindsay, who wrote 
“Auld Robin Gray,” and all flats in 
this and other closes near by were 
the scenes of fashionable little par¬ 
ties in the eighteenth and early nine¬ 
teenth centuries, when Scottish 
ladies took to tea drinking and 
music, when the Earl of Kellie was 
considered an excellent performer on 
the jewsharp, when Sir Gilbert 
Elliott introduced the German flute, 
when Lords Haddington and Colville 
played the violin and ’cello, and 
when Jane Maxwell, Dnchess of Gor¬ 
don, Miss Jardine, Miss Murray of 
LIntrose, Bess Burnet, Miss Hay of 
Hayston and other fair women in¬ 
spired the muse of Robert Burns, or 
fired the hearts of many literary 
gentlemen, advocates and men of 
fashion. 

It is strange and rather tragic, 
this utter change which has made a 
slum of old Edinburgh and peopled 
so many famous houses witli the 
poorest classes in the city, who 
know little of the romance which 
clings to the walls about them, and 
who live in the direst squalor in 
rooms which were once the apart¬ 
ments of illustrious men and women. 
Students of history still prowl about 
the “lands,” artists come and guide¬ 
book searches about these wynds for 
the lodgings of Boswell and Doctor 
Johnson, of Allan Ramsay and of 
Robert Burns, who in Baxter close 
had “his share of a deal table, a 
sanded floor and a chaff bed at eight 
pence a week.” But though the world 
of wit and fashion has departed from 
Old Edinburgh, though the society of 
modern Edinburgh has not the glory 
of its golden days, the city itself still 
puts a spell upon the imagination- 
even of an Englishman—and, looking 
down upon it from Arthur’s seat, 
where its beauty is outspread below 
one, all the romance of a thousand 
years of history steals out from its 
hiding places, and legions of gallant 
and noble and tragic and wise and 
witty ghosts wander about those old 
streets which lie in the deep valley 
under the shadow of the castle for 
which England and Scotland fought 
century after century, and along the 
highway to Holyrood, where the 
Scottish kings and nobles played out 
the fantasy of life.

SIKHS’ TERRIBLE 

RISK OF HEATH 


The Sikhs are armed with the 
most unique weapon possessed by 
any military body.

Its edge is sharpened like a razor, 
and the weapon, when thrown witli 
a circular motion, lias extraordinary 
penetrating power. At a distance of 
a hundred yards the disk is capable 
of cutting its way through a piece of 
hardwood two inches thick. It is the 
peculiar twist*given to the weapon 
when it is thrown which causes the 
edge to bury itself in anything it 
meets. 

They made deadly use of the disk 
of death at the battle of Dixmude, 
when 20,000 Germans are said to have 
been slaughtered in a charge. 


GRANITE QUARRIED FROM 
BOWLDERS. 


An interesting feature of the pro¬ 
duction of granite in California is the 
quantity of stone quarried from large 
residual bowlders. These bowlders, 
according to the United States geo¬ 
logical survey, represent the rem¬ 
nants left from prolonged disintegra¬ 
tion of large granite masses, but after 
a thin weathered coating is removed 
they yield sound stone. Good granite 
should stand a crushing strain of at 
least 20,000 pounds to the square 
inch; some granites will stand 40,000 
pounds. This may be compared to 
common red brick, which will crush 
at about 3000 pounds to the square 
inch.

THE TWO-FAMILY GARDEN. 


The garden spot is the most pro¬ 
ductive fraction of an acre on most 
farms, yet in many it is often one of 
the most neglected in many respects. 
In the hurry and rush of the spring 
work it is manured possibly, and 
plowed and planted, or partly planted, 
and then the care of it falls to the 
women and children. If the farmer 
were to carefully consider the pro¬ 
portion of the family living that 
comes from the garden, he would 
realize that it deserves much more 
careful attention than it receives from 
him. 

Not only can the garden be made 
much more profitable, and help out 
the family ration by increasing it and 
also by balancing it somewhat better, 
but it can be made a means of con¬ 
siderable supplement to the income 
received from the principal farm in¬ 
dustries. By having a two-family 
garden—that is, raising garden stuff 
enough for two families and finding a 
customer in town or city who would 
like to have garden (and other) 
products direct from the farm at least 
once each week—more could be re¬ 
alized from the farm, both for the 
family table and the family purse. 
Many a town or city housewife would 
be glad to receive a good-sized market 
basketful of fresh garden stuff 
directly from the producer by parcel 
post, express, or direct delivery by 
the farmer’s own conveyance—which¬ 
ever would prove the most satisfac¬ 
tory and economical.

I'sed l»j the Popes to Seal Documents 
of the Holy See. 


The ring of the fisherman, used by 
the Pope exclusively to seal docu¬ 
ments of tlie Holy See, shows an en¬ 
graved figure of St. Peter, the first 
bishop of Rome, standing in a boat 
and flinging with t\Vo hands a net 
into the sea.

ROME.—Central Italy, still quivex- 
Ing from the terror of Wednesday’s 
terrific seismic disturbance, suffered 
a second series of earth tremors which 
wrecked buildings and added to the 
already appalling list of casualties. 

Sora, 60 miles northeast of Rome, 
was the principal sufferer from the 
recent temblors. Many structures 
were completely destroyed and in 
many other places rescuers working 
among the wreckage to save those en¬ 
tombed alive were caught and crushed 
to death. 

Demolished or partly demolished 
towns dot that part of Italy from Na¬ 
ples northward to Ferrara and cross¬ 
wise the peninsula from the Tyrrhe¬ 
nian to the Adriatic Seas. An official 
estimate places the casualties at 20,- 
000 killed and 30,000 injured. 

Thousands of dead lie beneath the 
mounds of debris which once were 
dwelings, churches and public institu¬ 
tions which crumbled under the earth’s 
vibrations. 

So far as is known, about twenty 
towns have been absolutely leveled, 
while an almost equal number suffered 
serious damage. In all these places 
persons were killed or injured. 

King Victor Emmanuel himself di¬ 
rected the work at Avezzano, where 
the, piteous appeals of persons caught 
beneath wreckage could be plainly 
heard. 

It is estimated that in Avezzano 
4000 persons are buried alive, some 
of them school children in an insti¬ 
tution which collapsed 
diers of the garrison of 400 in the 
town escaped when the barracks fell. 

The full truth of the extent of the 
disaster wrought by the earthquake 
which rocked the entire width of Italy 
in a 300-mile belt, lies hidden behind 
a tangled mass of wires and debris- 
clogged highways. 

A member of the Chamber of Depu¬ 
ties from Lipari telegraphed to Prem¬ 
ier Salandra that the disaster would 
surpass in degree of violence and per¬ 
centage of dead and injured the Mes¬ 
sina earthquake of 1908, In which 165,- 
000 were killed and injured. 

An unofficial estimate from a con¬ 
servative source places the approxi¬ 
mate losses at 18,000 killed and 10,000 
injured. 

Naples reports a strong tidal wave 
1 nlhe Gulf of Gaeta, accompanied by 
seismic disturbances on shore. 

The director of the observatory at 
Rome declared that the earthquake 
was the most severe that ever had 
been accorded on Ids instruments. No 
fewer than 150 large panes of glass in 
St. Peter’s, forty-six of which are in 
tell dome, were broken. 


The public utility corporations of 
California will submit to a 10 per 
cent increase in their rates of taxa¬ 
tion in order to help meet the deficit 
of $3,300,000 in the State revenue. 

This much was outlined at the pub¬ 
lic hearings before the joint revenue 
and taxation committees of the Sen¬ 
ate and Assembly, which were held in 
the Senate chamber. It is an attempt 
to bring the corporations up to the 
figure paid by the average taxpayer of 
the State. 

Although the railroads, gas and 
electric companies, telephone and 
telegraph companies, banks and in¬ 
surance companies will be subjected 
to this increased rate it will yield 
only $1,350,000 annually of the $3,300,- 
000 needed in the next two years. 

A general property tax of 1 cent on 
every $100 would just make up the 
balance of the deficit, and the Leg¬ 
islators are coming around to the 
belief that this is the course that 
will have to be taken. A saloon tax 
and an income tax are also discussed. 
Governor Johnson has not expressed 
himself on this phase of the taxation 
matter.

The first measure passed by the 
Senate of the present Legislature, a 
concurrent resolution by Senator Ben¬ 
son, approving the charter amendment 
of San Jose, adopted there last May, 
went through the Upper House and 
was transmitted to the assembly. It 
was necessary to suspend the rules, 
Senator Benson explaining that his 
city was anxious for the charter 
amendments to become law as quickly 
as possible.

During a recent visit to Warsaw by 
George T. Marye of San Francisco, the 
American Ambassador to Russia, and 
a party from the embassy, Mrs. Marye 
and Secretary Raymond Baker of Oak¬ 
land, took occasion to make a trip 
near the battle line in Poland. 

The South American liner Voltaire 
of the Lamport & Holt line arrived in 
New York a few days ago from Buenos 
Aires with a cargo of 3500 tons of 
chilled Argentine beef. This is one 
of the largest single cargoes of chilled 
beef ever brought to New York. 

Steering a middle course between 
the estimates of the navy board and 
teh Secretary of the Navy’s consider 
ably smaller estimate of what the sea 
forces need, the House Naval Affairs 
Committee in Washington perfected 
the naval apropriation bill. The pro¬ 
gramme, as adopted, calls for the 
construction within the next year of 
28 new craft for the navy, the largest 
addition evex made by a House naval 
committee. 

Having induced both of the warring 
Mexican factions in Sonora to keep 
their war away from the American 
border, General Hugh L. Scott, chief 
of the United States army staff, left 
Naco, Ariz., for Washington. He was 
accompanied by his staff. General 
Tasker H. Bliss will rejnain in com¬ 
mand of the American forces. Gen¬ 
eral Bliss will keep all of his troops 
at Naco, it is understood, until all 
the terms of the agreement signed by 
the Mexican commandexs to keep the 
border inviolate, have been carried 
out.

WASHINGTON—The House of 
Representatives, by a vote of 204 to 
174, refused to submit to the States an 
amendment to the Federal constitu¬ 
tion to enfranchise women. 

The vote, the second in the history 
of Congress on the woman suffrage 
issue, came at the close of a day of 
long-prepared oratory, during which 
the many speakers were listened to 
with frequent evidences of approval 
or disapproval by packed galleries. 

The question was before the House 
on the Mondell resolution to submit a 
constitutional amendment providing 
that the right of suffrage should not 
be abridged “because of sex.” 

A two-thirds affirmative vote was 
necessary to pass the resolution; it 
was defeated by a majority of 30. 

Party lines were not strictly drawn 
in the fight, although Democratic 
Leader Underwood, voicing the atti¬ 
tude of his party that suffrage Is a 
State issue, strongly opposed the reso¬ 
lution, while Republican Leader Mann 
was one of the chief speakers for the 
suffragists. 

On March 19 last an equal suffrage 
constitutional amendment, proposed 
by Senator Chamberlain of Oregon, 
received a vote of 35 to 44 in the 
Senate, securing a bare majority, but 
failing of the necessary two-thirds. 

However, suffragist leaders were 
not dismayed. As they left the gal¬ 
leries, led by Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, 
Mrs. Carrie Chapmann Catt and other 
champions of the cause, they declared 
that the fight was by no means over, 
and that the suffrage propaganda 
would he pressed forward until every 
woman in America should have the 
right to cast a ballot. 

Opponents of the resolution based 
their opposition largely upon the ar¬ 
gument that, for the Fenerad Govern¬ 
ment to prescribe qualification for 
suffrage, would be an unwarranted in¬ 
vasion of the right of the individual 
States to control their actions; and 
further upon the contention that there 
was no adequate "public demand” for 
this amendment which showed it to 
be “necessary.” 


Fifty women delegates to the Wo¬ 
men’s Legislative Council convened at 
the Hotel Sacramento. They weeded 
out all -but five bills, the number they 
are allowed to support by their consti¬ 
tution. These were the, five measures 
agreed upon: 

Change in the code giving women 
the right to serve upon juries and 
possibly making it mandatory for 
women to serve. 

Child labor law, making it unlawful 
for children under fourteen to ply a 
trade upon the streets. This is aimed 
at infant newsboys. 

Compulsory education bill, making 
it compulsory for child to go through 
the eighth grade, no matter nt what 
age. 

Home teachers bill, giving teachers 
the right of going into the homes of 
the foreign people and teaching the 
women how to keep house. This bill 
is particularly desired by the Los 
Angeles delegation. Many of their 
teachers there have volunteered for 
that service. The bill gives them 
compensation. 

Birth registration bill, making it 
compulsory for physicians to register 
all births. 

The women represent practically all 
the women’s clubs In the State. They 
will maintain a lobby in Sacramento 
during the session.

LONDON.—The Norwegian steam-1 
ers Alfred Nobel and Bjornstjerne j 
Bjornson, loaded chiefly with lard, 
bacon and other products of Chicago 
packing houses, have been held with 
their cargoes in British ports since 
the middle of November. 

AMSTERDAM—The Cologne “Ga¬ 
zette,” referring in a recent issue to 
Great Britain’s reply to the American 
note, on shipping, expresses the opin¬ 
ion that this communication from 
London, in spite of its expressions of 
friendliness, is in fact a flat negative. 

ST. JOHNS (N. F.)—The British 

soldier at the front will feast on lob¬ 
ster, if the proposal of this colony to 
sell at a low price is accepted by the 
War Department. The bulk of the 
colonies’ canned lobster output usu¬ 
ally is sold in Germany, but this mar¬ 
ket has been closed because of the 
war. 

BERLIN—The official press bureau 
says: “An examination shows that 
of the untrained landsturm troops in 
: the Ninth Army Corps, districts of 
Hamburg, at Holstein, there are 200,000 
men fit for service. As Germany has 
24 army corps districts, the landsturm 
would yield (taking tiiese figures as 
a basis) about 5,000,000 more men fit 
for field service.”

In a brief note, delivered by Am¬ 
bassador Page at London, Secretary 
Bryan acknowledged receipts of the 
preliminary reply of the. British Gov¬ 
ernment to the American note pro¬ 
testing against the treatment of neu¬ 
tral commerce by the British fleet. 

He expressed appreciation of the 
friendly spirit in which the commu¬ 
nication had been received, and noted 
with satisfaction that the principles 
of international law set forth by the 
United States had been accepted. 

The State Department is trying to 
arange with the British Government 
for the immediate dispatch of the 
steamship Dacia from Port Arthur, 
Tex., to Rotterdam, with a cargo of 
cotton on the basis of a temporary 
voyage. The question of principle of 
the right of transfer of belligerent 
owned ships to American registry 
will be waived, if the Dacia is privi¬ 
leged to make this voyage free trom 
seizure. 

The arrangement was proposed to 
Ambassador Spring-Rice by Solicitor 
Johnson of the State Department, who 
said that contracts of American cot¬ 
ton growers for delivery of the Dacia’s 
cargo to German firms at Bremen 
within a limited time would be lost un¬ 
less the ship were allowed to proceed 
at once. 

As the British Government had ob¬ 
jected to the transfer of the Dacia’s 
registry and to her sailing between 
Texas ports and Bremen, the State 
Department sought to leave for fu¬ 
ture, adjustment the larger question 
of the legality of the transfer by 
changing the destination of the ship 
from Bremen to Rotterdam, when the 
cotton may be transferred by rail or 
lighters to Bremen. 


Charles M. Schwab, president of the 
Bethlehem Steel Company, denied pos¬ 
itively that his company had evaded 
or taken any steps to evade the order 
of President Wilson aimed at prevent¬ 
ing the export of submarines in sec¬ 
tions to Montreal or other Canadian 
ports. The reports in question stated 
thta Schwab was sending men from 
his steel works in this country to Mon¬ 
treal, where he was going to go into 
business manufacturing under-sea 
craft for the British navy, in this 
way evading President Wilson’s or¬ 
der prohibiting the shipment of such 
craft in sections out of the United 
States.
